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McNamara and His Wall 


The 20th century version of a military fallacy 
conceived hundreds of years ago is about to be­ 
come a reality. 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara 
has ordered a barrier of barbed wire, electron­ 
ic warning devices and mines to be constructed 
in South Vietnam. 
The exact nature of the barrier has been la­ 
beled classified by the defense secretary. He 
did not say how long it is to be but reported it 
will parallel the southern boundary of the de­ 
militarized zone. 
The barrier already is being called “ sophisti­ 
cated” because of the type weapons that will 
defend it. That gives it the 20th century flavor, 
but the idea is centuries old. 
Military minds always have felt secure be­ 
hind a wall — and they always have been dis­ 
appointed when the strategy failed. 
The walls never lived up t'* expectations. 
Before Inhabitants of the world learned how 
to build much of anything else, they learned to 
build walls around their villages. Plundering 
hordes battered them down. 
Crusader castles were protected by walls and 
moats. The moats were bridged; attack t-wers 
provided access over the walls and tunnels pro­ 
vided access beneath them. 


Roman Emperior Hadrian’s 7 4-mile wall was 
destroyed by tribes from the north three times 
before it was abandoned. 
The 1,500-mile-long Great Wall of China was 
the most extensive fortification project in histo­ 
ry, but it didn’t keep out invaders. 
The degree of success gained by wall defenss 
depends upon the determination of defenders to 
use their most potent weapon against the at­ 
tackers. 
The first wall assaulters ran head-on into 
stones dropped from above. Later it was dis­ 
covered boiling olive oil was an effective deter­ 
rent. 
Eventually defenders eventually ran out of 
st^ies or oil and were defeated, but they gavs 
it all they had during the battle. 
Is Secretary of Defense McNamara willing to 
defend the barrier with his most potent weap­ 
ons? 
We doubt it. 
Then how can the barrier venture possibly b« 
successful when it has not proved satisfactory 
in the past and because Mr. McNamara has 
documented distaste 
for exercising 
military 
firmness. 
This looks like another costly military misad­ 
venture that American taxpayers will pay for. 
The Mystery of Hippies 


Dr. Sidney Cohen, psychclogist and expert on 
LSD, states the feeling of many Americans 
when he says: “Man has the capacity to be 
more than a flower-picking primate. We need 
more thinking, not less, and a society that does 
not value trained intelligence is doomed.” 
The reaction to growing colonies of "hippies” 
across the nation has been a mixture of toler­ 
ance, sympathy, disgust and open enmity. 
Psychologists and sociologists have been delv­ 
ing into mysteries of the new cult of Americans 
to find out why. 
They want to find out why those who are rea- 
ly “ with it” get “out of it.” 
Some LSD users claim they find God whila 
under the influence of the drug. 


Ab:ut that theory, the Indian spiritual master 
Mehere Baba comments: “ If God can be found 
through any drug, God is not worthy of being 
God.” 
We find* the most disturbing aspect of the 
hippy revolution is the lack cf direction. 
So they don’t like our system. Is their filth 
and immorality any better? We don’t think so. 
We could take them more seriously if they 
had something else to •'ffer in place of the sys­ 
tem they say is outmoded. 
The way things stand now, the choice of their 
way of life over that of present society, makes 
our way lot* better than it did before they 
started cluttering up the scenery. 
Middle East Optimism 


There is room for cautious optimism in the 
Middle East following the Arab summit meet­ 
ing in Khartoum. 
The most dramatic announcement emerging 
from the conference was the Arab decision to 
resume shipping oil to the United States, Brit­ 
ain and West Germany. 
The most promising result of the three-day 
meeting was the role of moderation apparently 
sought by Egypt’s President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser. 
King Faisal of Saudi Arabia and Nasser 
agreed to end the five-year-old Yemeni civil 
war in the interest of Arab solidarity and 


Egypt and Jordan are to be paid $37 8 mlllloft 
by other Arab nations for losses in the June 
5-10 war. 
Unofficially, Nasser is reported 
to have 
blocked a move by other Arab leaders to take 
a harder line. 
The next move toward peace in the Middle 
East is Arab-Israeli discussions. 
If the summit meeting can be relied on as a 
true indication of a change in Arab policy, 
there is some reason to believe the foundation 
has been constructed for peace negotiations. 
Two 
irreconcilable positions have alwayi 
forestalled meaningful talks in the past. 
France Renews End-War Line 


The persistent efforts by France to get the 
United States out of Vietnam have taken a new 
tack with President Charles de Gaulle’s visit to 
Poland. 
The French leader sees the possibility of a 
France-Poland coalition to bring abcut an end 
to bombing and the withdrawal of U.S. troops. 
This isn’t the first time France has attempt­ 
ed to band with Communists to force U.S. with­ 
drawal. 
French Premier Gecrges Pompidou met with 
Soviet Premier Aleksei N. Kosygin and other 
Communist leaders in July. A joint commu­ 
nique issued at the end of the meeting called 
for an end to U.S. intervention in Vietnam. 
President de Gaulle has made no secret of 
his dislike for the United States and its influ­ 
ence in Europe. Neither has he tried to hide 
his strategy of winning the favor of Red coun­ 
tries. 


He doesn’t talk about a cease-fire or negotia­ 
tions, only about an end to the bombing and a 
pull-cut of U.S. troops. 


In view of his desire to make the United 
States look bad in an area where France had 
its ears pinned back, we wonder about the mo- 


tive behind President de Gaulle’s Vietnam poli­ 
cy. 
Is he thinking about the Vietnamese people, 
or is he primarily concerned with discrediting 
the United States? 


Getting Inside Story 
The latest in medical student teaching aids 
has been announced by C.B.S. Laboratories—it 
is a televisicei camera for viewing the inside of 
the human body in color. 
Previous miniature television systems have 
been developed to operate inside the bodies but 
they telecast only in black and white and re­ 
quired a lot of light. 
The new camera operates in virtual darkness 
and requires no modification of existing operat­ 
ing room equipment. 
The Stamford, Conn., firm said the new sys­ 
tem relays the picture to a monitor for study 
by medical students through a 16-inch probe 
with a camera lens at one end. The old system 
permitted only cne student to look at a time. 
Students now can observe human organs it 
their natural hues.

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Democrats at Crossroads

Even without the burden of the Vietnam war, 
the Democratic party would be at a critical 
turn in its life as the “ party of the maj:rity” 
in this country. 
More than a few elements in the Democrats* 
standard constituency—union labor the national­ 
ity minorities the Negroes, the young—are be­ 
coming serious questicn marks. 
With the exception of Negroes, large numbers 
among these groups today are part of affluent 
suburbia. Nearly half of all union members live 
there, according to a new p:ll. Roughly half of 
union 
families 
have 
incomes 
in 
the 
$7 ,- 
500-115,000 brackets. 
For 34 years the Democratic party has been 
undergirding U.S. economic growth with social 
and other programs of m aj'r benefit to these 
groups and has, with the exception of the Ei­ 
senhower era, been rewarded with their votes. 


THE CLIMAX of this effort came in the sum­ 
mer of 1965 with the avalanche of Great Socie­ 
ty prcgrams. But even as this phase was end­ 
ing with a flourish, the Democrats found them- 
•elves painfully beset by a whole new cluster 
of critical difficulties. Watts, an event of that 
very summer, was the symbol. 
So 
having labored 2Vs decades to bolster 
sizeable segments of American society, the 
Demc'crats hear no great choir of gratitude but, 
instead, an insistent clamor for huge new un­ 
dertakings so revolutionary in their sweep as to 
make their typical social programs seem like 
warm-ups. 
The call is for the remaking of central city 
urban society. 
Some nervous Democrats, looking toward 
their “old constituency” now residing in the 
suburbs, wonder whether these tested allies of 
the past may resent great spending endeavors 
in behalf of impoverished Negroes and other 
impatient underprivileged folk left behind in 
the rumbling urban c:res—or flocking to them 
from the changing hinterland. 
The new suburbanites may indeed be resent­ 
ful on many counts. The substantial Republican 
election gains of 196 were suggestive. 
Conceivably, 1968 could be worse for the 
Democrats. The John Kraft poll of jni n mem­ 
bers records them as exhibiting conventional 
suburban attitudes—intent on schools, public 
improvements and other local matters, angered 
over property tax increases. 
They do not seem eager to help remake that 
part of urban society they have left behind. 
Their federal income taxes are already high 
and soon may go higher. The Democrats’ old 
constituents now in the suburbs, and many of 
their younger counterparts there have contrib­ 


uted heavily to an 87 per cent increase in 
school support from state and local tax sources 
just since 1960. 
Yet certain key Democrats are privately tell­ 
ing s:<me of their confederates that, at this mo­ 
ment in new domestic crisis in America, their 
party cannot find its future as the champion of 


suburban affluence but must plunge willingly to 
the aid of the struggling Negroes and other 
poverty-ridden Americans in the embattled cit­ 
ies. 


THOSE KEY MEN are demanding a heavy 
and unequivocal Democratic party commitment 
to this task, while still keeping a h peful eye 
on their fabled allies and offering chem more 
schooling money and such “ way of life” pro­ 
grams as clean air and water, traffic relief, 
etc. 
If the affluent suburbanites—who today make 
up perhaps the crucial one-third of the U.S. 
vcting population—cannot be drawn into sup­ 
porting the salvage of the central cities and 
their people, then at least one Democratic lead­ 


er thinks his party’s dominence may soon end.

Local 
Probl em 


A most significant example of how easily 
public opinion in America is misinfrrmed—if 
not misled—is the impresson prevalent today 
because the federal government is unwilling to 
spend $40 million to control rats. 
On the surface, it might seem that Congress 
Is indifferent about the hazards to people from 
rat bites and the damage to property that can 
come from the what appears to be a 
popula­ 
tion explosion” of rats. 
When Congress refused to grant the request 
by President Johnson that $40 million be spent 
over a two-year period for rat control, the idea 
somehow spread that the problems of the cities 
are being neglected, even though the great pro- 
porti*m of the esimated 90 million rats of the 
country are in rural areas. 
Are the towns, cities snd counties going to sit 
back and expect the federal government to do 
their jobs for them? 
Rats are not a new phenomen n. Methods of 
controlling them have been available for many 
decades. 
The fact is that some major cities, like De­ 
troit and Milwaukee, have rat-control programs 
and have substantially reduced the incidence of 
rat bites. Disease developing fr m rat bites has 
been virtually eliminated in many cities. 
It was the feeling of Congress that local com­ 
munities with a rat problem should be responsi­ 
ble for handling it. If Congress were to be re­ 
quired to take care of the preventi \i of rat 
bites, there are plenty of other bites—from 
cats, dogs, pigs and horses—which could give 
the federal government an interminable respon­ 
sibility. 
Experience has shown that the most efficient 
ir ms of fighting rats is starvation and prison. 
The first step—already a part of the sanita­ 
tion code of most cities and towns—is that all 
garbage and discarded food shall be stored or 
disposed rt only in metal containers with 
ti*!’nt-fltting covers. One food is made avail­ 
able, hungry rats will eat ce lain poisons which 
are harrnlss to humans and other animals but 
effective against rats. 
There is one function in all this for the fedetf 
al government. It may make studies and pro­ 
vide guidance. Three federal programs dealing 
with the rat problem already are in existence. 
The Department of the Interior studies rat- 
control methods and gives information on the 
subject in a project costing $27.000 a year. 
Public Health Service spends $299.000 annual­ 
ly on research into rats, and general Services 
Administration uses $200 000 a year to get rid 
of rats in federal buildings. 
It is estimaed that it costs about $600k000 per 
hundred thousand of human population to exter­ 
minate rats or $6 per person. 
Thus, a federal program of only $20 million 


a year would have little effect on 90 million 
rats. If, however, every city fulfilled its job of 
rat control, the cost would be spread through­ 
out the municipalities of the country. 
Experts say that if cities enforced ordinances 
requiring the proper hand’ing of garbage, then 
carried on a program of poisoning, the rat 
problem would disappear. 
The furor over rats is an illustration of how 
easily cities can forsake their own responsibili­ 
ties and begin to rely on the federal govern­ 
ment for everything. 
The finger of blame on rat control needs to be 
pointed not at Congress but at those cities 
which have neglected to institute programs 
known to be effective in getting rid of rats. 
If the federal government Is called upon to 
deal with every problem of the states, cities 
and counties, the national debt will grow sub­ 
stantially every year, and the economic condi- 
ti'tf ofthe country will be adversely affected. 
There is a better chance to handle welfare 
programs and their expense at the local level 
than in Washington. But local governments ap­ 
parently are beginning to feel that if the feder­ 
al government is to be in the business of tak­ 
ing care of the public welfare on almost every­ 
thing, it might as well drive out the rats, too. 
Congress, for mce, has shown courage in re­ 
fusing to spend federal funds on a problem 
which states and cities can handle on their own.

with a bru sh will bring some 
letters from p rofessional wood 
finishers who believe that lac­ 
qu er can be ap p lied p rop erly 
only with a sp rayer. 
It hap p ens every time. 
This is the advance rep ly: 
A g ood lacqu er finish can be 
obtained 
with 
a 
bru sh 
if a 
“ bru shing '* lacqu er is u sed; if 
H is thinned at least 50 p er 
cent with lacqu er thinner; if it 
is ap p lied with broad strokes; 
if no attemp t is made to g o 
over the same area twice; if 
reveral ihm coats rather than 
one or two thick coats are p u t 
on; and if a little p racticing is 
done first on scrap wood u ntil 
the knack is acqu ired. 


EACH OF THOSE p oints is 
imp ortant. Bu t none is more 
imp ortant than the advice not 
to g o over the same area twice. 
That's becau se lacqu er dries so 
qu ickly. In fact, the drying be­ 
g ins the moment the lacqu er is 
ap p lied. Thu s, you can not g o 
back and bru sh ou t a section 
you thou g ht did not come ou t 
exactly rig ht — even if you do 
It within a few seconds after 
the ap p lication. Try it and you 
will g et a botched-u p 
resu lt, 
cau sed by the action of the new 
lacqu er on the coat that so 
qu ickly has beg u n to set. 
To avoid trou ble, bru sh qu ick­ 
ly and su rely, with no attemp t 


to retu rn to any area. The next 
coat will take care of a tiny 
sp ot you may have missed, be­ 
cau se each 
ap p lication 
sinks 
into the p reviou s one rather 
than resting on it. 


A VERY LIGHT sanding be­ 
tween coa’a is ou r recommen­ 
dation, althou g h there is 
one 
school of thou g ht (in wood fin­ 
ishing , there is always more 
than one school of thou g ht) 
which believes that only the 
¡art coat of lacqu er shou ld be 
su nded. 
The fast - drying qu alities 
which make the above p recau ­ 
tions necessary have their g ood 
p oints. Lacqu er does no* p ick 
u p du st as mu ch as does vam 
ish, for instance. Also, several 
coats can be ap p lied in a sing le 
day. 
While on the su bject of lac­ 
qu er and varnish, the latter can 
be ap p lied over the former, bu t 
the former can not be ap p lied 
over the latter. Never mind try 
ing to fig u re that ou t. It mere­ 
ly means that you can ap p ly 
varnish over lacqu er, bu t you 
can 
not ap p ly lacqu er over 
varnish. The thinner u sed in 
lacqu er has a tendency to lift 
the varnish, mu ch in the same 
manner as varnish remover 
Becau se lacqu er is volatile 
as well as noxiou s, it shou ld be 
ap p lied only in an area where 
there is p lenty of ventilation 
and no op en flame.

Price of Paint Brush Often 
Good Guide to Its Quality 


It isn’t considered qu ite the! lac and synthetics. Too many 
thing to say (esp ecially by the 
manu factu rers of 
the cheap 
p rodu cts), bu t the tru th is that 
the p rice of a p aint bru sh is a 
g ood g u ide to its qu ality. 
Top notch bru shes cost more 
to p rodu ce. You have to p ay 
more for them. The extra p rice 
is worth it, not only becau se the 
g ood bru sh lasts long er, bu t 
more imp ortant, becau se it p ro­ 
du ces better resu lts. 
If, however, you are the typ e 
ef p erson who simp ly will not 
g ive a p aint bru sh the p rop er 
care — and you have p lenty of 
comp any — the added money 
you p ay for a qu ality bru sh will 
be p artly wasted. Only p artly 
wasted becau se you will have 
at least had the benefit of its 
su p erior p aint-sp reading ability 
for a short time. 
Pecu liar, isn’t it, how a p er- 
aon will sp end several hou rs 
p ainting , either inside or ou t­ 
side the hou se, and then neg lect 
to sp end an additional few min­ 
u tes cleaning the bru sh? This 
failu re to u se the extra few min­ 
u tes can mean the difference 
between having and not having 
a bru sh ready and waiting the 
■ext time a p roject is at hand. 


THIS IS ESPECIALLY tru e 
when oil p aint is being u sed, bu t 
It also ap p lies to all other typ es 
of p aint, varnish, lacqu er, shel- 


times, for instance, a p erson 
will leave a p aint bru sh in a 
container p artly filled with tu r­ 
p entine and then forg et abou t it. 
When he is ready for another 
job, or wants to comp lete the 
first one, he finds that the tu r­ 
p entine has evap orated and the 
bru sh has hardened — at which 
p oint he sp ent far mare time 
trying to soften the bru sh than 
he wou ld have in cleaning it in 
the first p lace. Or he g ives u p 
in disg u st and bu ys a new 
bru sh. 


A BRUSH SHOULD be clean­ 
ed with the same solvent for the 
p articu lar material for which it 
was u sed. Thu s, the solvent for 
oil p aint is tu rp entine or miner­ 
al sp irits; for varnish, the same; 
for latex p aint, water; for lac­ 
qu er, lacqu er thinner; for shel 
lac, denatu red alcohol. For sp e­ 
cial kinds of p aint su ch as the 
odorless typ e, read the label on 
the container to determine what 
the solvent is. 
Whether being left overnig ht 
or stored for months, a bru sh 
shou ld never be p laced in any 
p osition which will bend the 
bristles. When it will not be re­ 
u sed within 24 hou rs, it shou ld 
be wrap p ed in alu minu m 
foil, 
wax p ap er or any similar typ e 
of material after it has been 
cleaned.

The best time to rep air a 
lawn that has develop ed bald 
sp ots is late su mmer and fall. 
The first step in p rop er lawn 
maintenance mu st inclu de care­ 
fu l raking and aerating . 
Many lawns are u nable to 
benefit from carefu lly p lanned 
fertilizing and watering becau se 
fertlizer and moistu re 
p enetrate the mat of thatch 
that has been allowed to choke 
the g rass at soil level. Thatch 
is the accu mu lation of g rass 
clip p ing s, chop p ed 
debris that settles 
and chokes the g rass. Raking 
and aerating remove thatch and 
op en u p comp acted soil to al­ 
low fertilizer and watering to 
reach down to the root system.
